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Russians 
Accept Ike’s 
Peace Call 


Agree To Discussion 
On Controversies— 
With Reservations 


MOSCOW UFI—The Soviet Union 
agreed today to business-like dis­ 
cussions with the West on the great 
controversies t r o u b l i n g peace 
but flatly rejected what appeared 
to be some conditions laid down 
by President Eisenhower. 
The Russian agreement was out­ 
lined in a statement carried across 
the entire front pages of Moscow’s 
principal newspapers—Pravda, the 
organ of the Soviet Communist 
party’* Central Committee, and 
Izvestia, the organ of the Supreme 
Soviet. 
“The Soviet government will wel­ 
come any step of the American 
government or any other govern­ 
ment if it is directed at the friend­ 
ly settlement of difficult ques­ 
tions,** the statement said. 
“This is evidence,*’ it continued, 
“of the readiness of the Soviet 
side for serious business-like dis­ 
cussions of outstanding problems.’’ 
The statement added that the 
Russians would participate in di­ 
rect conversations and, when nec­ 
essary, in negotiations through the 
United Nations. 
Although it was unsigned and 
entitled solely “On the Address of 
President Eisenhower,’’ it seemed 
clear from the wording that it was 
correct to call the article a state­ 
ment by the leadership of the So­ 
viet Union. 
It was clearly and definitely an 
answer to Eisenhower’* April 16 
speech. 
(In that address, the President 
challenged the new Soviet govern­ 
ment to prove its peace overtures 
by agreeing to global disarmament 
and taking concrete steps to end 
the tensions that threaten World 
War III. 
(Eisenhower said the first step 
toward peace must be the estab­ 
lishment of an honorable arm i­ 
stice in Korea, followed by politi­ 
cal discussions leading to free 
elections in a United Korea. He 
also called for an end to Red ag­ 
gression in Indochina and Malaya, 
and Austrian peace treaty, unifi­ 
cation of Germany and independ­ 
ence for the East European satel­ 
lites of Russia.)

One Of Series’ Most Powerful 
2,650 Soldiers 
See Atomic Blast 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. 
UFI—One of 
the spring series most brilliant 
and powerful atomic bombs ex­ 
ploded with golden brilliance be­ 
fore dawn today as 16 congress­ 
men and 2,650 troops from all over 
the nation looked on. 
Shortly after the blast, touched 
off from a 300-foot tower at 4:30 
a. rn. PST troops climbed from 
their trenches 4.000 yards from 
ground zero and advanced in a 
tactical maneuver. 
The shot, at the Atomic Energy

Superfort, Jet 
Fall In Secret 
Flight; 6 Killed 


5 In Bomber And F84 
Pilot Perish As Craft 
Apparently Collide 


WESTHAMPTON, N. Y. 
UPI—A 
secret experimental flight by a 
B29 Superfort and an F84 Thun- 
derjet ended in flaming disaster 
yesterday, with the two craft car­ 
rying all their six crewmen to 
death. 
The planes, flying together when 
they suddenly burst into flames 
high above Long Island, appar­ 
ently collided. However, investi­ 
gators said no one on the ground 
actually saw them come into con­ 
tact. 
Air Force spokesmen said the 
flight was of a “classified nature. 
The service denied an earlier re­ 
port that the bomber was refuel­ 
ing the fighter in flight at the 
time of the crash. However, no 
other details of the mission were 
disclosed. 
The pilot of the jet and the five 
men aboard the Superfort were 
from the Wright Air Development 
Center at Dayton, O. 
Both planes had taken off from 
a field at the Republic Aircraft 
Corp. in Farmingdale, N. Y., and 
winged eastward about 50 miles 
until they were over Great Peco­ 
nic Bay, an arm of Long Island 
Sound cutting into the island about 
IOO miles from New York City. 
The B29 hit the waters of the 
bay near the southern shore and 
sank, leaving only an oil slick. The 
jet fell into some woods on the 
south shore and burned.

How Long For Education? 
University of Chicago’s “adjustment” In the 
speed-up curriculum pioneered by Robert M. 
Hutchins, when he was the boy wonder of higher 
education, may stir academic misgivings which 
go too long unstirred. 


Dr. Hutchins moved education 
out of 
its 
country-club lethargy in the thirties with a 
progressive approach to some of the problems 
of the University of Chicago. 
It is interesting 
that the Ford Foundation, which he now serves, 
is carrying on the most startling of his in­ 
novations. 
Foundation funds are available for colleges 
which want to continue the Hutchins experi­ 
ment with accelerated education. Exceptionally 
brilliant students are being advanced from the 
sophomore year of high school to college, with 
uniformly successful results. It all depends on 
the ability and ambition of the students. 
There is no reason why all students should 
spend the same amount of time in higher educa­ 
tion. That is all Dr. Hutchins ever tried to 
prove, and he is still proving it. The “adjust­ 
m ent” being made by his successor at the 
University of Chicago does not disprove any­ 
thing. 
It is merely an acknowledgement that 
ordinary students require eight years after 
gram m ar school to qualify for an arts degree. 
Or as Dr. Hutchins put it somewhat more 
harshly a while back: “American education is a 
colossal housing project designed to keep young 
people out of worse places until they are able 
to go to work.” 


From A Real Expert 
When John L. Lewis speaks on the status of 
inionism in the United States, he is a real ex­ 
pert. 
No other man has a better claim to funda- 
nental knowledge about organized labor than 
he old miner who has presided over the de- 
elopment of collective bargaining in the last 
!0 years. 
* 
When Mr. Lewis tells Congress, therefore, that 
e believes all labor laws passed in that period 
hould be repealed, turning back the clock to 
n era in which unions were secure from anti­ 
rust action, indiscriminate use of injunctions 
gainst their interests and had no other laws to 
onsider, he deserves to be listened to atten- 
ively. 
He knows that the clock can’t be turned back. 

But he 
mows that unionism has not profited from its 
x>-close association with politics.

Peace Feelers Can Only Have Secondary Aims 


Peace feelers may be designed 
to discover if the adversary is re­ 
ceptive, or they may be designed 
for propaganda purposes to weak­ 
en unity among 
other 
nations. 
Peace f e e 1- 
ers are unnec- 
sary if nations 
h a v e honor­ 
able 
purposes, 
as they c a n 
m a k e 
their 
i n t e n tions 
known through 
t h e ordinary 
George Sokolsky c h a n n e l s 
of diplomatic communications. 
Actually, Soviet Russia is repre­ 
sented at the capitals of the great 
powers by ambassadors who can 
speak to the head of each state 
directly. Also, Russia is fully rep­ 
resented at the United Nations 
where its emissaries often speak 
too long and too often. 
Therefore, the indirect p e a c e 
feeler is an unnecessary device if 
the intent is to accomplish peace. 


PRESIDENT Eisenhower h a s 
taken a more direct route to peace, 
namely, he has stated the maxi­ 
mum American terms in clear lan­ 
guage. 
It cannot be assumed that Rus­ 
sia 
will 
accept 
the 
maximum 
American position: therefore, it is 
to be expected that on May I, the 
day of revolutionary celebration, 
either Malenkov or Molotov w i l l 
state Russia’s maximum terms. 
If that happens, a conference 
will undoubtedly be arranged, per­ 
haps of foreign ministers, that is, 
Dulles*, Eden and Molotov, or it 
might include the representatives 
of other countries, to see whether 
a common basis may be found. 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
maxi­ 
mum terms for peace are just. His 
speech on the subject was a mag­ 
nificent state paper of the highest 
order. Should it become the basis 
for discussion for peace, the great­ 
est progress in the direction of 
peace will have been made since 
1943. 
At th 2 Teheran (1943) and alfa 
(1945) conferences, the basis was 
war, not peace. 
If the Russians really m e a n 
peace, they are not under any 
compulsion to 
accept 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
terms 
as 
stated; 
they do have a moral obligation to 
bargain en the basis of his terms 
or to state their own. 


PEACE IS NOT readily attain­ 
able in the complexities of an 
armed world But if peace is de­ 
sired, a contractual basis can be 
found. In other periods in human 
history’, ways to peace have been 
found. 
During the 19th century, s u c h 
statesmen as Talleyrand, Stein, 
Bismarck and even Castlereagh 


I sought peace and found it for 99 


i years. 
lf we can, in this generation, 
find 99 years of peace, or even 50 
years of peace, it will be a god­ 
send. In terms of international re­ 
lations, peace means an avoidance 
of any general war; it means a 
| period during which such wars as 
! occur are limited. 
The Russians will undoubtedly 


i object most to tw’o points in Eis­ 
enhower’s speech: 
I.—“T h e enforcement of a l l 
these agreed limitations and pro­ 
hibitions by adequate safeguards, 
including a practical system of in­ 
spection 
under the United 
Na­ 
tions . . . 
2 — “Any nation’s right to a 
form of government and an eco­ 
nomic system of its own choosing 
is inalienable. 
“Any nation’s attempt to dictate 
to other nations their form of gov- 
| ernment is indefensible.” 


POINT TWO involves definite 
violations of the Yalta and Pots­ 
dam Agreements, which provided 
for deomcratic elections under su­ 
pervision of the Allied powers in 
those countries which 
are now 
known as satellites. 
That would, in effect, open Po­ 
land, 
Rumania, 
Bulgaria, 
Hun­ 
gary, and perhaps Czechoslovakia 
and Albania to a new election, un­ 
der the supervision either of the 
signatories to the Yalta Agree­ 
ment or the United Nations. 
The effect of that could be that 
Russia could lose one or more 
I of these satellites. It might change 
the political map of Europe. 
It is impossible to believe that 
Russia will agree to such terms 
short of an all-out war. Yet, it 
w’ould be unbelievable that G e n . 
I Eisenhower would ask for less in 
any statement of his maximum 
terms. 


AS REGARDS his demand for 
“a practical system of inspection 
under the United Nations,” this is 
a reiteration of the Baruch pro­ 
posal concerning the atom bomb 
and is absolutely sound. 
Any retreat from such inspec­ 
tion would vitiate the entire pro­ 
gram. No nation can be trusted 
in the present circumstances of an 
armed world, to police itself, par­ 
ticularly with regard to a disarm­ 
ament program. 
After World 
War I, Germany 
was disarmed; yet Hitler built an 
effective army, stockpiled for a 
six-year war. After the Washing- 
! ton Conference <1922), Japan was 
supposed to reduce her fleet to a 
ration of 5-5-3. 
Actually Japan 
built a secret fleet which proved 
to be effective for a time in 
World War II. 
Inspection is an essential instru­ 
ment of world peace and the Pres­ 
ident w’as wise in restating it in 
his terms.

THE BUSINESS agents, being

THE RANK and file are then 
“permitted” to buy tickets at $30 
a pair. Same reasoning. Come and 
be at a testimonial for the leader. 
There usually is no profit on the 
banquet itself. The journal nets the 
$35,000. Now’, since this sum is 
made up of donations of less than 
$3,000 from each donor, it is tax 
free. 
To keep the full sum tax free, 
each donation, each testimonial ad­ 
vertisement, must be under $3,000. 
This comes under a technicality 
called 
“exclusion”, 
which 
is 
a 
Treasury Department ruling per­ 
mitting anyone who donates up to 
$3,000 to deduct it from his income 
tax and anyone to accept such in­ 
dividual gifts without paying taxes 
on them. This was discovered for 
the union chiefs by a labor lawyer 
who got Treasury permission some 
years ago. 


RESULT IS that in the past 24 
months, one official 
got $22,000, 
another two took homes worth $35,- 
000 apiece and a third $15,000. 
But now the Treasury Depart­ 
ment is becoming nettled by the 
practice. The penalty for willful 
evasion cf this gift law is $10,000 
andor five years imprisonment.

The Democrats certainly don’t 
intend to help the Republicans in­ 
crease their majority in Congress 
in the 1954 elections, but that’s 
the effect being produced by vari­ 
ous Democrats in the Senate as 
they have placed obstruction after 
obstruction in the path of the new 
administration, thus preventing it 
from carrying out by legislation 
the demand of the country for a 
“change.” 
The Republicans will certainly 
have a good case as they point 
out that the American people can­ 
not get the change they voted for 
in 1952 unless they elect an over­ 
whelming majority of Republicans 
in the House and Senate.

Rail Brotherhood 
Again Calls Off 
Nickel Plate Strike 


CLEVELAND W -F o r the second 
tim e in a month, the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainm en today can­ 
celled a strike of 2,300 m em bers 
against the Nickel Plate Road and 
its Wheeling & Lake Erie division. 
Friday midnight, six hours be­ 
fore the strike deadline, Common 
Pleas Judge Adrian D. Newcomb 
issued a tem porary injunction re­ 
straining the walkout which would 
have idled 16,000 employes of the 
2,200-mile rail system operating 
in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Pennsyl­ 
vania and New York.

A boy raises the ire of his father 


Deacon Enoch Watts picked up a stick. Every 
time he had told his scrawny little son to do some­ 
thing the boy had replied with a rhyme. Every 
time he asked Isaac a question, the boy came back 
with an answer all rhymed out. 
That had been going on ever since the dwarf­ 
like ugly youth wrote a 14-line poem when he was 
7 years old Now Isaac was in his ’teens and the 
Deacon had had enough. He was going to break 
the boy of rhyming his every day conversation or 
flail the daylights out of him. 
, 
Watts Sr. advanced menacingly with his stick. 
Isaac raised his arm and shrugged away. The 
Deacon raised the stick, Isaac cried out, “O father 
do some pity take, and I will no more verses 
make!” History does not record what happened next 
But, whatever happened. Isaac Watts was still 
alive on a Sunday in 1692 when he attended a Non­ 
conformist Church in Southampton with his father 
He was 18 then. Everybody sang the Psalms that 
Sunday . . . everybody, that is, except Isaac Watts. 
'‘Why didn’t you sing the Psalms?” the old man de­ 
manded after the church service. “Because they 
don’t rhyme, that’* why,” the rebellious youth re­ 
plied. 


Come, we that love the Lora, 


And let our joys be known, 


Join in a song with sweet accord. 


And thus surround the throne. 


Let those refuse to sing 
Who never knew our God; 
But children of the heavenly King, 
May speak their joys abrood. 


The hill of Zion yields 
A thousand sacred sweets 


"Then write something that does rhyme if you 
think you’re smarter than King David,” the staid old 
deacon bellowed. Isaac Watts accepted the chal­ 
lenge. That afternoon he wrote: 
"Behold the glories of the Lamb 
Amidst hi* Father’s throne; 
Prepare new honors for his name, 
And songs before unknown* 
During the week he finished his first hymn. The 
following Sunday he gave it to the church clerk and 
the clerk read it, line by line, while the congrega­ 
tion sang after him. Isaac Watts had to bring in a 
rhymed-out song every Sunday for two years. 
In 1707 Watts collected his “hymns of human 
composure" into a book titled “Hymns And Spirit­ 
ual Songs." Other editions followed. In all, he wrote 
650 hymns . . . mostly paraphrases of the Psalms. 
The die was cast And Isaac Watts had gone down 
in history as “The Father of the English Hymn." 
Thus we sing “hymns of human composure” to­ 
day. But we might still be singing the Psalms had 
not a scrawny little five-foot youth raised the Ire of 
his father 2Vx centuries ago. This is one of Watts’ 
first hymns. 


Before we reach the heavenly fields 
Or walk the golden streets. 


Then let our songs abound, 
And every tear be dry, 
We're marching thro' Immanuel's ground, 
To fairer worlds on high.
